If the British Press became excited over 
"what was considered some enormity in 
foreign politics and used strong language 
regarding persons in high places supposed 
pe to be responsible for the wrong, what would 
the British Government do or any if it was 
asked to make the newspapers moderate 
their tone? Tosay that the British Press 
would probably be in the right whereas the 
French Press is, so far as personal insults to 
-the Queen ate concerned, clearly in the 
wreng, is merely begging the question, as 
the two parties would probably entertain 
divergent views on that point. All things 
considered it would be better, we think to, 
officially igncre the Anglophobic vapour- 
ings of the French Press. There can 
however, be no mistaking what the 
Press references indicate. In France the 
unreasoning and unreasonable hustility 
to Great Biitain is approaching white heat 
and unless some change comes over the 
temper of the nation it can hardly fail to 
lead to acts that will cause a rupture of 
friendly relations. When great nations go 
to war it is not because of this or that trum- 
pery dispute that may be put forward as 
the nominal cause, but because one or the 
other is- determined to provoke a trial of 
strength. France appears to be approach- 
ing that point with regard to England. If 
she reaches it she will lose her colonies. In 
the meantime, the warning made public by

It seems to me that the first three words, 
viz., “ Any honse-owner,” ars fatal to the con- 
tentention of the Company. Her Mujesty 
grants a lease for 999 years of this land to the 
Company, the houses are built and the Com- 
pauy becomes the owner of the houses, is the 
“ houge-owner.”’ 

The fact that the Company sub-lets these 
houses, on certain conditions, for a term of five 
years at a rent of $450 a month does not make 
the Company cease to be the owner.

am, therefore, of opinion that the Company is 
the house-owner and comes within the definition 
of “ owner,” and the question we are asked m 
be answered accordingly. - 

It is important to bear in mind that the , 
only requested our opinion on that one specific 
point. There is nothing before us to show that 
the Appellant took or desired to take, be- 
fore the Magistrate, the objection that even: if 
the Company should be held liable as “ owner” 
such decision would not justify fining the Seo- 
retary of the Company, but the Company ‘it- 
self should have been summoned and fined.: I 
mention this, because when the case came be- 
fore the Court, on the argument of the quéstion 
of law submitted, the Appellant’s Counsel be- 
gan to raise this objection as~if it had been a 
point on which our opinion was asked by the 
Cass. : 

In Purkis v Huxtable, 28 Law Journal, 
Magistrate’s Cases, p. 221. when a similar 
course was adopted, the Court said “This point 
cannot now be made, as it was aot raised when 
the hearing took place before the Justices.” 
Tn the case of the Overseers of 8t James, West- 
minster v. Overseers of St. Mary, Battersea,

The advantage that such body would 
have over a purely governmental body would be 
that its funds would, I think, be augmented by 
subscriptions and donations, perhaps legacies: 
from wealthy men who have the interasta 
of this colony at heart. The Government is 
always regarded by the public as a sort of 
privileged body with a bottomless purse the 
strings of which it holds very tightly and which 
is filled with money which it is always-loth, or 
somewhat loth, to use for the public benefit, 
I do not know why this idea has taken 
hold of the public mind, but such seems to me 
to be always the case. A public body such as 
I should like to see instituted would certainly ba 
free from the disadvantages uader which Gov- 
ernment sometimes labours. [ think it oer. 
tainly would be a more popular institution, and 
therefore in such a matter as sanitary improve- 
ment more likely to eommand public sym- 
pathy and support. 

Mr. OsBokne—For the reason that I con- 
sider the scheme proposed by the Vice-President 
is the only practical method of satisfactorily 
dealing with the many difficult problems con- 
nected with insanitary properties in this colony, 
I shall be pleased to give my services on the 
Committee, but at the same time I cannot re- 
frain from saying that in view of the prooras- 
tination, apathy, and indifference which charac- 
terised tha progress of the * [nsanitary Proper- 
ties Ordinance” from its inception in 1895 to 
its becoming law four years afterwards, I do 
not think the extended ranye of reform vovered 
by the proposal before us will meet with much 
sympathy or escouragement from the ruliag 
powers. However, it is the duty of the Sani- 
tary Board to press forward suvh sneagnures of 
reform as will bring light, fresh air, and health 
into the homes of the many thousands of our 
fellow creatures who now struggle for life in 
loathsome places where darkness, dirt, foul air, 
und disease preclade all possibility cf a healthy 
existence, and I think that if we steadily per- 
severe in our orusade against these evils. we may 
hope ia course of time, it may be yeara, to effect 
some real improvement, even though we fail to 
attzin the full measure of success which the 
Vice- President's scheme would lead to. I have 
much pleasure in seconding the resolution, 

The Prestpext—In putting this motion be- 
fore the Board I would mention that the Gov- 
ernment have been requasted to farnish the 
Board with the Act which contains full provi- 
sionge for regulating this matter of Trusts.

The mortality statistics for the colony of 
Hongkong for the week ended 25 November 
showed a death rate of !7, against 23 for the 
previous week and 16 for the corresponding 
week last year. 

BERI-BERI IN HONGKONG, 


oe the 20th November Dr. Clark report- 
e — 

“T have tho honour te snbmit the following 
deaths of Chinese from beri-beri during the 
present year: 

“ January 13, February LO, March {1, April 
11, May 11, June 15, July 15, August 18, Sep- 
tember 16. Uctober 24, November (to the “ath) 
20; total 164. 

“There is an evident increase in the number 
of deaths during October and November, but it 
will be seen from Appendix A that the inarease 
is general throughout the city and not confined 
to one quarter or health district. 

“Appendix B shows all the deaths iu each 
district since July Ist, and also the fact that 
No. 9 district has auffered most severely. This 
is the poorest and also the filthiest (from a do- 
‘mestic standpoint) district of the city, and that 
it is so severe is only in accord with the accepted 
teaching on the subject. 

“Tt vill be seen that deaths have occurred in 
new houses as well as in old ones and in houses 
fronting wide streets as weil as narrow lanes. 
Several deaths have occurred among the work- 
meg living in mat-sheds put up for their ao- 
commodation while employed in buildin - opera- 
tions, In no case has a second death from 
this disease occurred in the same house, aud 
this agrees with the results given ia my annual 
report for 1897. 

* The average number of deaths from beri-beri 
during the past four years has been 144, so that 
we have already exceeded this average for the 
current year.” 

The Prestpsnt—It appears from this report 
that the disease is not epidemic, and is prevalent 
in the most overcrowded part of the oity.

DISTURR INCES IN v MIRS BAY. 


“ DUTY TO THE OHIVESE EMPKROR.’ 
Atthe Magistracy on Monday morning, before 
Mr. Gomperts, Police Magistrate, a Chinaman 
from. Fo-yeung, a village close to Mirs Bay, 
was charged with robbery.

A CHIN«SE ACCOUNT OF AFFAIR& 
AT KW INGCHAUWAN. 


The Chung Ngoi ‘Ban Po publishes the 
following as the report current at Canton of 


‘| the recent occurrences at K wangchauwan :— 


On the 15th November a small namber of 
French marines landed and marched to the 
interior. When they reached a village named 
Kongcha, the natives, all being well armed, 
sprang forward and fired on them. The French 
were completely surrounded. ‘Iwo French 
officers were killed and several marines were 
wounded. A French marine got through the 
surrounding force and ran back to get assiat- 
anoe, and about a hundred French soldiers wore 
gent to the scene. When the natives saw the 
approach of this additional force they all made 
good their escape. The French then returned 
to the harbour and boarded the gunbost Kwong 
Yuk, where they seized Chau Taotai, Colonel 
Chan Leang-kit, captain Iu Yut-lau, and « 
number of sailors, together with all the weapons 
and ammunition found on board. The said 
Chinese officers wore detained on a French gun- 


t. 

On the 16th November about a thousand 
French soldiers made an attack on a market 
town named Macha, where the natives had made 
every preparation for their defence. The French, 
seeing that the position was not favourable to 
them, Jeft this place and turned their attack 
epee the villages Fathom end chakoam, —

On their 
way back the French set fire to a number of 
houses in a bee i named Chanchuen, and a 
large number of womea and children were 
burnt to death. While they were in the act of

Referring to the letter written by a Times 
of India correspondent published in our last 
report, just to illustrate the spirit in which 
Indian Spinners regard the local enterprises 
here, we would point out to those gentlemen 
the utter unreasonableness of their expectation 
that the Mills here should think of falling in 
with their views and ourtailing the output, so 
long as the raw staple is obtainable The 
vindictiveness displayed by the Indian Mills in 
swamping the China markets with Yarn at 
prices that the majority lose money on judging 

y the poor returns they make to their share- 
holders—is greatly to be desprecated, the prin- 
ciple of “live and let live,” seemingly being 
unknown tothem. from a share list published 
at the end of last’ month out of 72 Cotton Mill 
Companies the shares of more than two-thirds 
were at 4 heavy discount, and yet the sharehold- 
ers allow the managers or agents to continue 
this cut-throat policy. But-the time of retribu- 
tion is upon them, if the latest mail reports re- 
garding the poor out-turn of the Indian Cotton 
crop is anywhere near the truth. The crop for 
the coming season is estimated at one-half the 
average of the last three years, or 1,550,000 
bales, whereas the Indian Mills, and hand Spind- 
les in the country, consumed lest year 2,063,000 
Bales alone, the export to Hurope and the East 
amounting to 1,414,U00 bales in addition! It - 
seeuis plain then, these figures are correct, and 
they are certainly borne out by the Official re- 
ports, that the Indian Mills are forced to work 
short time, or shut up altogether, and therefore 
there will not be sufficient Yarn to rita ae } 
China demand, unless the Japan aud cal 
Mills are able to make up the deficit, as there 
is no reason to believe that the Yarns re-export. 
ed from here this season have not been for _ 
legitimate consumption, bat in spite of the en-- 
ormous increase in this respéot the supply sent 
to China from India is just 200/o'in excess of 
requirements. ; 

Our Mills have certainly had their share of 
reverses to contend against since they started, 
as did the Indian Mills, oxpecially as regards 
obtaining the raw staple, and this diffloulty 
will no doubt be overcome in time as 
it was in India. ‘I'he improvement in the 
position is shown to some extent by the annual 
acovuuts of the International Mill that have 
just ‘been published, the last twelve months 
working enabling them to reduce the balance at 
debit of Profit and Loss Account by Tis. 
30,350.11 and write off Tls, 25,000 for deprecia- 
tion besides, representing nearly 7 per cent. on 
the capital. -

THE PLAGUE AT KOBE 
‘THE TOWN PRACIICALLY FREE 
’ Kobe 27th November, 

‘No new ‘case of plague has been reportéd in 
Kobe since the 17th inst., the suspected case of 
the maid-servant at the wax refinery having been 
now declared not to be the disease. Within a 
few days it is expected that the medical author- 
ities will declare the port free of plague. As we 
have said before, it -seems to us that the local 


authorities fie be too highly praised for the 


euergy with which they have dealt with the out- 
break. If, ay:now be hoped the disease has 
been effectually stamped out iu a fornight, after 
seven cases had occurred our local authorities 
have sacceeded in doing what no other port in 
the Far East has done. 

A case of suspected plaguo coourred at Moji 
on Friday, and the putient was at once isolated. 

‘Lhe guild of coolie contractors has engaged 
four doctors for the inspection of the men, one 
of*the dcctors being stationed at Hyngo, and the 
three others: remaining in the head office at 
Sakayemachi.
